Jemsalemhoped last night that the statement 
would serve to blunt the criticism of Israel which 
had a few hours earlier threatened - in the wake 
of the Meese allegation - to undermine Israel’s 
standing in the Congress and with the White 
House.

The Israel government Issued the following 
statement at one a.m. this morning; 

"Israel helped in the transfer of defensive arms 
and spare parts from the U.S. to Iran in response 
to American request Hie payment for this 
equipment was transferred directly by an Iranian 
represent a tive to a Swiss bank in line with the 
Instructions of the U.S. representative without 
these funds passing through Israel. 

“The government of Israd was surprised by 
the annonneement to the effect that part of these 
funds were transferred to the Contras. This 
matter has no connection to Israd and the 
government of Israd has no knowledge of it. 

“It is dear, of course, that Israd did not serve 
and is not ready to serve as a conduit for such a 
transfer.” 


The statement, however, did not address itself 
at all to the other allegations made by the 
attorney-general in Washington that Israel had 
exported aims to Iran in excess of U.S. author¬ 
ization. 

The issue is expected to dominate a top policy 
making forum’s consideration of the affair to¬ 
day. 

In ins first public statement on the sales to 
date, Shamir, speaking last night on Israel TV, 
said there were people “who sought to besmirch 
Israel with various charges” and that there were

"One must realize that countries that produce 
arms must also export arms in order to maintain 
their arms industries. It is accepted (among the 
nations) that they do not report publicly about 
their arms sales. Israel must participate in this

Palestinian and Shi’ite forces still

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MAGHDOUSHEH, Lebanon 
(Reuter). - Shi’ire Moslem Amal 
militiamen regained control of most 
of a strategic stronghold is South 
Lebanon yesterday after hand-to- 
hand battles with Palestinian fight¬ 
ers, witnesses said. 

They said about 100 Amal fighters 
thrust into the village of Magh- 
dousheh under a barrage of mortar 
bombs and artillery and rocket fire. 

A further 700 heavily-armed mili¬ 
tiamen were deployed on the hilly 
roads leading to the village southeast 
of Sidon, they said.

Surprising renewal of PLO power

BEIRUT (Reuter). - The surprise 
frontal assault on Shi'ite Amal fight¬ 
ers in SouJh Lebanon has drama¬ 
tized Palestinian defiance of Syrian- 
backed efforts to stop a revival of the 
power they lost during the 1982 
Israeli invasion- 

Fierce fighting raged yesterday for 
control of Maghtiousheh, a village 
overlooking the sprawling Ein Al- 
Hilweh refugee comp near Sidon and 
the coast road to the south. Abour 
1,000 Palestinians seized it Monday 
from Shi'ite Amal militiamen. 

Whatever tbe outcome, the ori¬ 
ginal assualt came as a dramatic 
reassertion of Palestinian military 
strength, four years after Israel 
forced the evacuation of the PLO 
from Beirut. 

Fighters loyal to PLO leader Yas¬ 
ser Arafat spearheaded the Magh- 
dousheh attack, showing how his 
Fatah faction has regained influence 
since Syrian-backed Palestinian re¬ 
bels expelled him from Lebanon in 
1983. 

But Damascus-based factions also 
took part in the battle for the hilltop 
village, witnesses said. 

In a surprising show of national 
Palestinian solidarity, they have 


fought beside their Fatah rivals dur¬ 
ing the last six weeks of fighting 
against Amal at camps near Beirut. 
Sidon and Tyre. 

The skill and fighting ability of the 
unified Palestinian force has caught 
their Shi'ite foes off-guard. This is 
despite the fact that tbe Shi’ites are 
equipped with Syrian-supplied 
tanks. They also outnumber the 
Palestinian fighters by at least two- 
to-onc - particularly since Shi'ite 
Amal reinforcements were brought 
in from Beirut yesterday. 

Other traditionally pro-Syrian 
Lebanese Leaders have'been quick to 
voice alarm over the Palestinian 
move to wrest control from Amal in 
the Sidon area. But those leaders, 
such as Druse leader Walid Jurab- 
latt. have so far offered only verbal 
support to Amal fighters. 

Prime Minister Rashid Kanuneh, a 
Sunni Moslem, has said military ex¬ 
pansion of the PLO outside Palesti¬ 
nian refugeee camps was unaccept¬ 
able, while Parliament Speaker Hus¬ 
sein Al-Husseini. a Shi’ite, said the. 
Palestinians were trying to create a 
homeland in Lebanon.

NEW DELHI. — Soviet leader 
Michael Gorbachev arrived in India 
l yesterday to an exuberant welcome 
with rose petals, flag-waving school- 
children and stringent security, and 
plunged straight into talks with 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi. 

Gorbachev’s four-day visit is his 
first to an Asian country since com¬ 
ing to power in March, 1985. 

Both countries are concerned by 
U.S. arms supplies to Pakistan and 
by what they perceive as Islamabad's 
ambition to develop nuclear 
weapons. Soviet and Inman officials 
said these issues would figure In the 
two leaders'talks. 

Pakistan, a dose U.S. ally, is at 
odds both with Moscow and New 
Delhi.

He said be could envisage an 
alliance with the Freedom Party 
although he was unhappy with some 
remarks by Joerg Haider, who 
assumed its leadership on a tide of 
! nationalist sentiment in September 
and doubled its support in the elec¬ 
tion. 

“The People's Party unlike the 
Freedom Party does not regard Au¬ 
stria and Germany as a single cultu¬ 
ral entity,” he said. 

Haider has distanced himself from 
pro-Nazi statements attributed to 
him and which advocated imposing 
the German language and culture on 
minority groups in Carinthia, his 
southern Austria power base.

Pro-Syrian militia leaders meeting 
in Damascus also have warned the 
Palestinians to withdraw inside their 
refugee settlements. 

“If these groups continue to get 
out of the camps, we will be obliged

But Palestinian groups like Abu 
Mussa and Abu Nidal, which nor¬ 
mally operate only under the tight 
grip of Damascus, are among the 
Palestinian factions that have recent¬ 
ly united against Amal. And their 
move represents a break in ranks 
that Damascus can’t seem to control.

Archbishop Shahe Ajamian, iden¬ 
tified yesterday as the Armenian 
churchman being held together with 
Jerusalem District representative 
Rafi Levy, has been for many years 
one of the most flamboyant and 
colourful figures in local Christian 
circles. 

Friend and adviser to Israeli offi¬ 
cials since the Six Day War, Ajamian 
was second in command m the 
Armenian Patriarchate before a bit¬ 
ter rift split the community. Even 
today the polished and charismatic 
figure remains the personal repre¬ 
sentative of Vazken 1, Catholicos of 
all Armenians (whose seat is in 
Echmiadzin, in Soviet Armenia) to 
the World Council of Churches in 
Geneva. 

A man of great charm, Ajamian is 
an accomplished speaker of many 
languages, including Hebrew. He is 
also reputed to be wealthy: robbery 
at his home in 1980 reportedly netted 
the thieves an estimated $1 million in 
personal goods. 

Ajamian was born some 60 years 
ago in Aleppo. now part of Syna, to 
survivors of the 1915 Turkish mas¬ 
sacre of Armenians. He was edu¬ 
cated in Lebanon and subsequently 
attended the Universities of Louvain 
and Brussels. When the present pat¬ 
riarch, Yeshighe Derderian, was in¬ 
stalled - following a long dispute in 
which the Jordanians took an active 
part - Ajamian was brought in as his 
assistant. 

After the Six Day War, Israel 
found itself in control of the Christ¬ 
ian institutions in the Old City and 
the urbane archbishop seemed a per¬ 
fect address for Israeli officials seek¬ 
ing contacts, especially at a time 
when the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
appeared to be taking a conservative 
stand in its relations with Jews and 
the Greek Orthodox Church seemed 


to be cautious of any contact with 
outsiders. 

The Armenians had a history of, 
persecution and holocaust, making 
them and the Jews kindred spirits. 
For historical reasons, the Armenian 
'Patriarchate also had a tradition of 
identifying folly with whichever gov¬

They were 
outriders, on the one hand, and members 
of an extremely tight-knit family, on the 
other. Salman has been in the U.S. now for 
some time, having opened an office in New 
York City to obtain as many export orders 
as possible for the Yirka operation and the 
two plants in Beersheba and the Negev. 
Sa’id sits in the director's chair, ana be 
started his tale with hisfather, Muhammad. 

“FATHER was bom in Syria and grew up 
(here," Sa’id told me. “He fought in the 
Druse uprising against the French in the 


1920s, and after having been captured and 
imprisoned, he was exiled, fay bis own 
choice, to Yirka in British Palestine, He 
knew no one here, but be was good with his 
hands. We fax sons (there arc also two 
daughters) aH had to leave school at 15 to

when our planes bombed the Egyptian oil 
tank farm at Abu Rodeis” in Sinai. Salman 
became Knot’s major sub-contractor in 
rebuilding bombed tanks, which he did 
ahead of schedule. That, among others, 
was what decided him to take the risk of 
going h alone in industry. 

The brothers' father was always an out¬ 
rider in clannish Yirka, and (o the Druse 
community m Palestine and later in Israel; 
'and the family continued to be considered 
outsiders in the tillage. Bui that fact proved 
advantageous: they were never hindered by 
the harmtUa dashes that are the bane of 
Arab life in the region. That and Salman's 
rapid acculturation in the kibbutz and in 
Israel's developing chemical industry in the 
Negev apparently made the difference. For 
there arc quite a few rich Arabs in Israel 
today, but they wouldn't think of risking 
their own money in building industries in 
Arab villages. Arabs usually prefer to rink 
their money into land and building. The 
more adventurous did try the stock ex¬ 
change and bank shares and got burned like 
everyone else, it seems that everyone. in 
the Arab seetnr. like so many in the Jewish 
sector, is waiting for the government to do 
it for them.

One of their major considerations. Sa'id 
says, was to provide work for the growing 
mimber of young Druse demobilized sol¬ 
diers.

‘ “would never stoop so low” as to go work in 
a job where a Moslem or QrfeSan Arab 
would be their boss or foreman. About 
three-quarters of the 250 employees at the 
Yirka (riant are Druse. Most of die others 
are Modems and Christians and about 20 
are Jews. 

The Kadmanys are said to pay relatively 
well. Workers told me that on the average a 
skilled employee brings borne about NIS 
850a month, net. There are also additional 
incentive schemes and one to discourage 
absenteeism, which can increase your pay 
slip by as much as 30 per cent. Young men 
iu the village latex confirmed that informa¬ 
tion. For Western Galilee Druse that is 
good pay. 


One of the other things the Kadmany 
brothers have going for them, they say. is 
that one of the six brothers, Saleh, has not 
gone into the firm, like (he other five, but 
has become a man of religion. He gets an 
equal share of the firm’s profits. “We have 
always been known as a religious family. 
Saleh prays for us, and be makes up for the 

feet that we don't, because we’re too busy 
to prey. And we believe that bis praying 
helps as much as our managing.” Sa'id said. 

SIX YEARS ago, the Kadmany brothers, 
who believe that their family solidariiy has 
paid off, bought a 160-dunam plot on the 
approaches to Yirka to build a family 
compound of 50 homes where all the 
brothers, their cbldren and grandchildren 
will live together. Perhaps in another two 
generations some Druse Harold Robbins 
may well write the Kadmany family saga.

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ALL COUNTRIES of the Arabian 
Peninsula will be linked by road for 
. the first time with a 25 kilometre 
causeway joining Saudi Arabia and 
Bahrain, the Gulfs only island Sate, 
which is slated to open today. 

Officials expect the S665 million 
causeway to boost trade and tourist 
exchanges, although some Bahraini 
retailers fear their business may suf¬ 
fer from cheaper consumer prices for 
such things as cars and luxury items 
in Saudi Arabia. 

Diplomats in the region say toe 
causeway will also help to forge 
stronger security links between the 
six nations of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC). 

GCC members Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain, Kuwait, Qatar, the United 
Arab Emirate (UAE) and Oman are 
already joined by a 1984 defence 
pact. 

Bahrain's emir. Sheikh Isa Bin 
Sulman al-Khalifa and Saudi Ara¬ 
bia’s King Fafad will conduct the 
official opening on a man-made is¬ 
land in the centre of the causeway 
built by the Dutch firm Ballast 
Nedam. 

The four-lane carriageway link 
will open to the public three days 
later. 


The idea of joining Bahrain to the 
mainland arose in the mid-1970s dur¬ 
ing an oil-based economic boom. 
Security concerns give it added im¬ 
petus following the Soviet interven¬ 
tion in Afghanistan and the Islamic 
revolution in Iran in 1979. 

THE AGREEMENT to bufid the 
Saudi-funded causeway was signed 
in July 1981. It was due to have 
opened last Anil, but the cere¬ 
monies were delayed until approach 
roads were completed and procedu¬ 
ral decisions had been made. 

The causeway links Bahrain's 
northwest coast at the village of 
Jesra with a triangle of towns, Dam¬ 
mam, Dhahran and Al-Kobar, in 
Saudi Arabia’s oil-rich eastern pro¬ 
vince. 

Bahraini officials expect a steady 
flow of tourists, mainly from Saudi 
Arabia. The island state has also 
eased regulations for foreigners 
from outside the region, introducing 
a seven-day visa for businessmen, 
conference delegates and tourist 


THE greatest victim of Washing¬ 
ton's Iranian foray may not be Presi¬ 
dent Reagan but President Hafez 
Assad of Syria, anxinlookcr in the 
affair. 

Assad, who has always attempted 
to portray himself as indispensable 
to any significant Middle East nego¬ 
tiations, has now been revealed as 
far less powerful than many Wextern 
diplomats believed. 

The Syrian strongman who came 
to power in a military coup 16 years 
ago has suffered a scries of reversals 
this year. The economy is in grave 
crisis with inflation estimated to be 
running at 100 per centa year, hopes 
for the establishment of a Syrian- 
sponsored security plan in Lebanon 
have foundered, and the conviction 
of Nezar Hindawi in London on 
charges of trying to blow up an 
Israeli aircraft has led to the imposi¬ 
tion of sanctions by both the Euro¬ 
pean Community and the United 
States. 

“This has been the worst year for 
Syrian foreign policy since 1982, 
when the Israelis invaded Lebanon 
and destroyed Syria's air defence 
system," said one Damascus-based 
Western diplomat. 

Because of these setbacks, Assad 
now appears unsure of what to do 
next. In a major-speech in Damascus 
last weekendbeJut-outat the United 
States, Britain and Israel, which he 
railed the “reil terrorists.” 

It was, said one analyst, an 
“aggressive defence" of Syria’s repe¬ 
ated insistence that it docs not sup¬ 
port acts of terrorism, but it left in

Knesset legislation to safeguard privacy 


THE COMPUTER industry in 
Israel is buzzing these days with the 
potential repercussions of a new law, 
scheduled to go into effect in Febru¬ 
ary 1987. Aimed at safeguarding our 
privacy, in an age when compute¬ 
rized data banks hold huge masses of 
information about us, the law is 
explicit: If you are the manager of a 
company or an agency maintaining 
computerized data banks, you are 
responsible for the safety and con¬ 
fidentiality of the information 
stored. Should there be any informa¬ 
tion leaks, you could go to jail for up 
toayear. 

Breaking into a computer can be 
as easyas knowing the right access 
code. The Foreign Office computer 
was broken into six months ago by a 
disenchanted secretary who made

some potentially embarrassing al¬ 
terations in the text of a speech 
scheduled to be given by the then 
foreign affairs minister, Yitzhak 
Shamir. The computer system of 
Yediot Aharonot newspaper was 
broken into by a Tel Aviv youth 
using a home computer and a tele¬ 
phone to plant a false news item that 
was said to have caused harm to 
private individuals and. more.than 
embarrassed the newspaper when it 
appeared in print 
A compromised computer, 
broken into by unauthorized per¬ 
sons, is the nightmare of every data 
bank manager, and with good 


reason. The technology is relatively 
new, its safeguards are by no means 
water-tight, and the potential dam¬ 
age is incalculable. 

“There is no computer security 
measure that cannot be penetrated,” 
says Amo Na chmann , chief of in¬ 
formation security at MALAM, a 
government company in charge of 
some of Israel's largest and most 
sensitive data banks including 
national census, elections and gov¬ 
ernment workers' wages. Breaking 
into any computer system is a ques¬ 
tion of talent, drive and a little luck, 
according to Nachmann. 

Privacy and confidentiality of in¬ 
formation have been part of Israeli 
legislation since the early days of the 
state. But new technologies, enabl¬ 


ing us to-store and retrieve large 
masses of information on magnetic 
media such as tapes or discs, forced 
legislators to take another look at 
the situation. The new law is ex¬ 
pected to plug the holes and tighten 
security over private and confiden¬ 
tial information in the computer age. 

Although the thrust of the new law 
has been generally welcomed by the 
computer industry, opinions are di¬ 
vided over whether it is to be ap¬ 
plied, 

“The legislator did not take into 
account the cost of implementing die 
new law,” said a systems analyst who 
declined to be named. “We are now 
trying to examine what can be 
implemented and how much it will 
cost.” 


Digging with 
computers 


AN IBM personal computer is being 
used to analyse specimens' or 
cuneiform writing from the 
Canaanite period right at an 
archeological site in the Hebron 
Hills. 

Donated by the computer com¬ 
pany to archeologists from Tel Aviv 
University, beaded by Prof. Moshe 
Kochavi, the computer is used daily 
to register numerous bits of data 
gleaned from the digs. IBM says that 
it is the first time that computers are 
being teamed/with archeologists on a 
day-to-day basis while a dig is raking 
place. 

The staff was specially trained to 
operate the computer, which they 
feed with information from the dig. 
Each find is registered and com¬ 
pared with others found from the 
same historical period in that site 
and others in the region. The resear¬ 
chers believe the computers will help 
them understand the ancient way of 
life and form of settlement. 

Avi Ofer of the Tel Aviv Universi¬ 
ty hopes to set up seminars for 
archeologists from various institu¬ 
tions around the country for die 
formulation of registration and 
analytical techniques by computer. 
They will also usecomfrater graphics '* 1 
to stora'therbzaterialii&idi ehuunatei* 
the need to draw byhancL Itwitialsoi - 
assist-in the completion of compre¬ 
hensive archeological research in 
Israel. 

YOUR computer may sometimes 
have you climbing the walls when, it 
breaks down. Now the Japanese 
have robots that climb the walk with 
a computer. A Japanese government 
research programme has developed 
the first robot in the world that can 
walk on the walls, or ceilings, by 
remote-control command. “Stricter 
Mark DT’ runs oa a two-cylinder 
engine and weighs 35 kilos. It is a 
metre tall and 58 centimetres wide. 
Eight “feet,” half in the front and 
half in the back, give it its spider-like 
appearance. Suction cups made 
from rubber allow it to defy gravity. 

It cost nearly $100,000 for the 
Japanese to develop, and is the third 
version since the project was begun 
nearly three years ago. It can be 
equipped with a camera and climb 
into places that are dangerous to 
humans, like nuclear reactors. It 
could even clean windows of sky¬ 
scrapers. But so far, no commercial 


company has asked the Japanese 
government for die purchase rights. 

COMPUTERS that “talk” and use 
braille on the keys have been in use 
fora while. Until recently, however, 
people who can see but with difficul¬ 
ty have been ignored by the compu¬ 
ter manufacturers. 

Now IBM computers have been 
linked up with a system made by the 
VTEK company in the U.S. to aid 
those with sight problems. Some of 
the systems are being manufactured 
at Kibbutz Ga’ash. One of the units 
is being used by the handicapped at 
the Hadassah Community College in 
Jerusalem. 

A computer screen can magnify 
text by up to 96 times its normal size. 
It can also have a split screen to allow 
the user with sight problems to mag¬ 
nify text from a book with a camera 
and see it along with the computer 
material. 

Old age homes, clubs for army 
veterans, rehabilitation centres and 
schools have ordered the new sys¬ 
tems for its sight-impaired members.

Qalit don’t know that their medical 
histories-have been-transferred from.

Kupat 
Holim Qalit notes that when mem¬ 
bers joined tbe health fund, they 
agreed to abide by tbe fund's regula¬ 
tions, which include the right of 
Kupat Holim to computerize data. 

But the health fund tries to calm 
those who don't like the idea, and 
promises that secrecy is being 
observed to the letter. 

'Ibe computer can tell the health 
fund the number of patients hospi¬ 
talized in intensive car units, tor 
example, or how many suffer from a 


certain disease. It will also help pre¬ 
pare a computerized list of people 
waiting for elective operations - a 
. queue that the fund and the Health. 
MfrustrY sWeAf they will reduce" tf a 
hospital archive*goes up in flames, 
the central computer wm be able to 
supply the lost information. 

THE ISRAEL Standards Institute 
has obtained a computerized device 
to check how well cars smashed up in 
accidents have been repaired at tbe 
body shop. This is important since 
after the repair, the car could have 
weak points that could result in se¬ 
rious accidents when it returns to the 
road. 

The device uses lasers to check the 
body and skeleton of the car. The 
insurance companies and the asses¬ 
sors’ association are discussing the 
possibility of requiring all cars that 
were involved in serious accidents to 
be checked by the device before 
being allowed to be driven again. 

FEW CASHIERS at stores bother 
to scan the list of “bad" or “stolen" 
credit cards when ringing up a sale. 


Now a computerized device called 
Kaspit has been installed at Shalom 
Stores, Burger Ranch, some petrol 
stations and other .chains-. When-the 
credit (really debit) card-is Inserted, 
rtfurns on tht-computet, which scans 
die list of cards that have been stolen 
or tampered with. It releases a spe¬ 
cial signal if the card is on tbe 
blacklist. 

THE HAIFA company Zorn Mic¬ 
roelectronics, established by Elron 
and American investors, claims to 
have developed the latest word in 
data processors. The company says 
the processors will cause a “revolu¬ 
tion" inthe computer business and 
lead to the next generation of com¬ 
puters and artificial intelligence. The 
digital processors have been 
miniaturized to such a tiny size that 
they can be installated in aircraft and 
radar systems, and in devices for 
medical simulation, electronic war- 
fore and communications. The tiny 
chips have 300 times tbe capacity of a 
Digital Vax 11/750, for example. It is 
not only smaller but much foster, 
says the company.

She also produces an enchanting 
rin g in g tone and voices the textures 
skilfully and intelligently. In terms of 
instrumental mastery, not a single 
detail remained unattended to. 

Where she appeared less secure 
was with pacing the music.

Big bang becomes a c 


BIG BANG, Britain’s ambitious 
stock exchange computer system, is 
off to a slow and bumpy start The S2 
billion, multi-computer system is ex¬ 
periencing failures which experts 
think will last for at least six months. 

The system,' aimed at automating 
all stock and bond activity in the 
London stock exchange, started 
operating about a month ago and 
suffered its first set-back two hours 
after its inauguration when the en¬ 
tire system stopped functioning, 
leaving thousands of stockbrokers 
without information or trading took. 

Despite assurances by Big Bang’s 
directors that problems are being 
corrected, the system collapsed 
again the next day, settling into an 
almost routine pattern of “crashes” 
'during periods of intensive activity. 

Computer experts from Mod- 
Comp, the manufacturer' of Big 
Baughs computers, said the system 
collapsed because it was over¬ 
loaded. The system was initially de¬ 
signed to handle 200 requests per 
second. Computer engineers are in¬ 
vestigating ways to increase the load 
while preventing “crashes.” 

London’s financial community, 
which greeted die new system with 
guarded enthusiasm, regards it now 
as a “white elephant” and stock¬ 
brokers are maintaining written re¬ 
cords of their activities in anticipa¬ 
tion of computer failures.

sickdhUdren: A nucro-computer 
is helping sick children at the rehabi¬ 
litation department of Bikur-Holim 
Hospital overcome communication 
and learning problems. 

The Apple computer can provide 
children suffering from neurological 
problems with a visual and audio- 
feedback system T to increase con¬ 
centration and reaction time, 
according to Karen Yaniv, a special 
education teacher at the depart¬ 
ment. 

Specially designed keyboards and 
sensitive switches help tbe children 
operate the computer. Children who 
do not communicate verbally use a 
symbolic language programme cal¬ 
led Bliss. Each child has a private 
disc containing the language symbols 
mastered so far. 

The machine is not a substitute for 
human interaction but a teaching 
aid. 

Optic discs for personal com¬ 
puters: Small-size optic discs, cap¬ 
able of storing huge amounts of 
information, can now be fitted to 
IBM personal computers and com¬ 
patible machines. 

The discs, manufactured by 
Optotech of America and marketed 
in Israel by Militron, can store more 
than 800,000,000 characters on a 
surface 5.25 inches in diameter. A 
miniaturized laser “gun” reads tbe 
information off the surface of the 
disc and transfers it to the compu¬ 
ter’s display screen. 

Hid) capacity optic discs are well 
suited for storing information banks, 
books, aerial photographs and 
medical information. They provide a 
small storage surface for large 
amounts of mfonnation which can 
be retrieved rapidly.

MIAMI (AP). - Quarterback Dan 
Marino threw for 288 yards and four 
touchdowns and Lorenzo Hampton 
ran for 148 yards and scored three 
times as the Miami Dolphins clob¬ 
bered the East-leading New York 
Jets 45-3 Monday night and ended 
the Jets' nine-game winning streak. 

Marino completed 29 of 36 passes, 
in an uncharacteristic short-passing 
ball-control game that kept the bail 
in Miami’s hands for almost two- 
thirds of the game and kept the 
explosive New York offence off the 
field.

Shadow on Amos’ glory 

When Amos Mansdorf was asked whether his achievement in 
winning the S.A. Open Tennis Championship was not the greatest 
thing that had ever happened to Israeli.tennis, he answered tactfully, 
"Perhaps by an individual, but 1 flunk that winning the Davis Cup zone 
final was more important, because it was a team effort.” 

Despite his modest disclaimer, bis victory' in Johannesburg must be 
recognized as marking a major breakthrough for Israeti tennis. It w as 
the first win by an Israeli in a major event. Tennis is basically an 
individual game, notwithstanding the Davis Cup: it is not a team spon 
like football, cricket or baseball. In essence, we have a gladiatorial 
contest. Mansdorf proved in South Africa that in him we have a worthy 
protagonist. 

Mansdorf also went out of his way to pay tribute to the former 
national champion, Shlomo Glickstein. who first placed Israel on the 
tennis map. Glickstein is by no means finished as a top level player, as 
he proved in the Davis Cup. but he is clearly no longer the country’s 
supreme star. Mansdorf has taken over the spot that Glickstein 
occupied for a decade. 

There has never been any doubt about Mansdorf s ability, although. 
for some time, in the past there were questions about his behaviour 
and his temperament. Nobody can fault his conduct any’longer: his 
manners on court both at Wembley recently and teen in Johannes¬ 
burg. were impeccable, and he has a fortunate ability to handle 
interviews and press conferences in a style worthy of a high-ranking 
diplomat. 

Some cynics have questioned the value of his S.A. win on the ground 
that so many top players boycotted the tournament. This is unfair. A 
field that inducts Andres Gomez, Kevin Curren and Johan Kriek is a 
very strong one indeed. 

From the tennis point of view, the great advance made by Mansdorf 
was that he proved that he can win day after day after day. {t was 
already manifest that on occasion be could beat the best: a few weeks 
ago, he defeated Henri Leconte one day at Wembley, only to lose 
anti-climactically to Pavil Slavik the next day. Something similar 
happened at the Ramat Hasharon Grand Prix. What distinguishes the 
men from the boys in tennis is that their will to win never abates, even 
after a victory. 

So, as far as his tennis is concerned, there can be no limit to 
Mansdorfs glory. An extraneous factor has cast a shadow on that 
glory, however - he and the other Israelis w'ent to South Africa in 
defiance of a broad international sporting boy con imposed on that 
unhappy country because of its apartheid policies. This has resulted in 
the Foreign Ministry sending a reprimand to the Israel Tennis 
Authority. 

Tbe decision to go to South Africa was an individual one made by 
the players, not by tbe ITA. They have been going for years without a 
peep of protest from the Foreign Ministry, who. if anything approved 
of the S.A. connection. 

The players justify 1 their defiance of the boycott on various grounds. 
The main one is teat they are only concerned with sport, not politics. 
This is as disingenuous as it appears to be simple. Playing sport in 
South Africa must nowadays be considered a political act, because the 
South African white administrators of sport introduced apartheid into 
spon. This resulted in the boycott. Even if tee system has since been 
breached ro some extent, on tee sports fields, playing spon there 
cannot be divorced from politics os neatly as the players suggest. 

Another argument is that, if Western sportsmen can play against 
totalitarian states like the Soviet Union, which also limits civil 
liberties, why shouldn't they play against South Africa? The argument 
runs that, if players were to boycott countries because of dislike for the 
regimes, there would be no international sport. This argument 
disregards the all-important factor that other countries do not have 
official discrimination in sport. 

In fact, the stongest argument in favour of tee South Africans is teat 
they have yielded to the boycott and have cleaned up their act, that 
apartheid is officially condemned by almost every major sport. 
Certainly the improvement has been tremendous, particularly at the 
top levels. The days are long past when South Africa refused to allow 
an English touring team to include Basil de Oliviera, a former South 
African coloured man. Arthur Ashe, the first black to win Wimbledon 
and the U.S. Open, went to South Africa for the S.A. Open. Even in 
one of the strongest bastions of apartheid. Orange Free State, former 
west Indian cricket star Alvin Kallicharan is now a hero. 

. -Butthese reforms still.apply mainly only in tee top echelons..At • 
lower levels, in club and school sport. apartheid holds sway. 

A general objection to boycotts in sport is that they are dismal 
failures, as happened when the West boycotted the Moscow Games in 
1980 because of Afghanistan, and tee Eastern bloc boycotted tee Los 
Angeles Games in 1984in retaliation. But this argument does not seem 
to apply to tee boycott of South Africa, which has been remarkable 
effective. 

Mansdorf and tee other players cannot hide behind stock phrases 
about being concerned only with sport, not politics. Their very 
appearance in South Africa, while a personal act, also becomes, willy 
nilly, a political act. 

There is still a possible middle course. Many players who play in 
South Africa have gone to great pains to assert their loathing of 
apartheid. Glickstein, Perkis and Mansdorf should do the same.

Tbe Agriculture Ministry says that 
Penso's store was selling carrots one 
day hut week for NIS 2.40 a Ho. 

“How can I have carrots (In my 
store] if it costs two shekels to get 
than and l have to sdl them for 98 
agorot?” Penso said in his defence. : 

“It's not worth it to seB potatoes,” 
added Penso’s partner, Nissim Ogal- 
bo. “You don’t earn anything. In¬ 
stead of foe government subsidizing 
peopfe,-Fm subsidizing people.” 

The retaO prices of -carrots, and 
potatoes, the only vegetables whose 
prices are government-controlled, 
are now set at one shekel a kflo, 
according to Shimon Birau of the 
Vegetable Marketing and Production 
Board.

Peter Style, executive director of 
the British Overseas Trade Group 
for Israel (Botgi), said the world¬ 
wide oil glut haa dealt a blow to the 
petroleum-based economies of Arab 
nations seeking to isolate Israel. 
That factor, combined with the 
dra m ati c reduction of Israel's four- 
digit inflation rate, has altered the 
attitudes of many compan i es, be 
said. 

“Companies that trade in the Mid¬ 
dle East that didn't toed to touch 
Israel now are looking at it,** Style 
said. “The French ana the Germans

Style efted a 15 per cent increase in 
British trade with Israel, compared 
with 10 per cent decrease whh Arab- 
bioc countries for 1985. Further, he 
noted that Israel, Britain's 27th- 
largest export market in 1985, is 
projected to move up several notch¬ 
es this year. Roughly 10 per cent of 
IsraePs $8 billion in imports comes 
from Britain. 

The week-long trade mission is 
one of four such yearly efforts to 
bolster British exports to Israel and 
is sponsored by Botgi, a quasi- 
governmental group backed by 
grants from the British government. 

Style downplayed the possibility 
of using Israel as a trade “bridge" to 
the U.S., a concept much dismissed 
at the recently condnded Israel- 
America Trade Week Conference. 
The bridge concept would have 
members of the European Commun¬ 
ity. like Britain, ship partly finished 
industrial goods to Israel, where

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When the shoes are too big 


DURING the several years of Moshe Nissim’s stewardship as 
justice minister invidious comparisons would ou occasion be 
drawn between him and some of his more illustrious predeces¬ 
sors In that high post. But then he was made to swap places with 
his Liberal colleague Yitzhak Moda’i whose indiscreet tongue 
forced bis banishment from the Treasury last April. 

Very soon there were yearnings for Mr. Nissim’s tenure at 
the Justice Ministry. Thankfully, another/ozor pas soon enough 
relieved Justice from Mr. Moda’i’s vagaries. His successor was 
another Liberal, Avraham Sharir, the tourism minister, who 
has been keeping both portfolios for the past four months. 

And now, in comparison, Mr. Nissim’s tenure must be seen 

as the golden age. 

The kind of justice minister the country has in Mr. Sharir was 
made unmistakably clear when he finally offered a comment on 
the events in Jerusalem’s Old City a few days ago. With the 
obscene shrieks of Jewish pogromists ringing in all ears, only 
tourism, not justdee, occupied his mind. The deplorable events, 
he observed, were a threat to Jerusalem’s tourist trade, and the 
police should do something about it. 

He proposed that the Jerusalem police should start wearing 
new uniforms that make them less conspicuous to the eyes of 
visitors. 

This was only the latest of Mr. Sharif’s blessed initiatives for 
the past four months. Not the least part of his work since early 
September has been dedicated to an effort to ignore a Supreme 
Court ruling that there was do bar to the extradition to France 
of one William Nakash, who fled to Israel after killing an Arab 
in the town in Besancon in 1983. 

Mr. Nakash now claims that he acted at the time in 
self-defence against Arab anti-Semitic vandalism, and his many 
vocal backers in this country have made something of a national 
hero out of him. The French court that tried him in absentia 
found no mitigating circumstances, however, and sentenced 
Mr. Nakash to life imprisonment. 

Mr. Sharir will not state openly that the French court was 
wrong, let alone prejudiced. Instead he has swallowed whole 
the claim that in a French jail Nakash would be killed by Arabs. 

The thought that Mr. Nakash will be returning to France not 
to be jailed but to be retried, thus giving him a foil opportunity 
to make his plea in open court, and that there is no evidence of 
any greater number of killing s in French than in Israeli jails 
does not seem to have crossed Mr. Shark's mind. 

Plainly fearing to use his ministerial discretion to refuse 
extradition, Mr. Sharir has proposed an amendment to the 
Penal Law, tailored specifically to Mr. Nakash’s criminal 
measurements. The amendment, already known as the 
“Nakash bill,” would allow the jailing of persons here con¬ 
victed of crimes abroad, even if they were not Israeli citizens at 
the time the crimes were committed, and had not served any 
part of their sentence abroad. 

The bill, vigorously criticized by Attorney-General Yosef 
Harish, was cleared on Monday by the Ministerial Legislation 
Committee for its first reading in the Knesset. If passed, it will 
make a mo-, kery of Israel's international obligations and 
advertise the country around the world as a haven for criminals. 
But since it was endorsed in the committee by only three of five 
voting members, it will probably be challenged in the full 
cabinet. There is still hope, then, for reprieve. 

That Mr. Shark’s march of caprice is not unstoppable has 
been proved when the justice minister, reeling under a public 
blow administered to him by the President of the Supreme 
Court, backed off from his earlier decision to suspend the 
activities of the Judges Appointments Committee until his own 
plan for a reform of the method of selecting judges was 
adopted. The “reform” includes a one-man screening panel for 
candidates for judgeship, the one man being - who else? - the 
justice minister. 

What it is that makes Mr. Shark run is still something of a 
mystery. 

But that he has become a danger to Israel’s system of justice 
is all too obvious. 


The hypocrisy syndrome 


UNNAMED but plainly senior officials of the Foreign Ministry 
are reported to have vigorously protested to the Israel Tennis 
Association over the participation of its members Amos 
Mansdorf and Shlomo Glickstein in the South African Open in 
Johannesburg, from which young Mansdorf emerged on Sun¬ 
day as the victor. 

But Ins well-advertised triumph did not do much to still the 
ministry’s righteous wrath; indeed it may have raised it by a few 
feverish degrees. The association was advised that Israeli 
involvement in South African sports events was harmful to this 
country’s political efforts, and that the attention of Israeli 
sportsmen should in future be drawn to the fact. Trips to South 
Africa such as those undertaken by Mansdorf and Glickstein— 
even if undertaken privately - ought to be “coordinated” with 
the Foreign Ministry. 

Later the same officials voiced their surprise to reporters that 
the Israeli tennis players should have shown up in Johannes¬ 
burg at a time when many nations were boycotting South 
African sports, and when Israel itself was seeking to “lower the 
profile” of its relationship with South Africa. 

But whence the Foreign Ministry’s surprise? The true 
surprise is to learn that it is now national policy to keep contacts 
with South Africa down to a minimum. 

Some Israelis would no doubt welcome that. Others would 
oppose such a policy. But with ministers and officials and MKs 
beating a steady path to South Africa, it requires more than a 
bit of bureaucratic cant to.home in on a few young tennis 
players plying thek careers. 

If the government, of which the Foreign Ministry and its 
officials are presumably a part, wants to shift Israel’s policy on 
South Africa, let it say so. If not, then the Foreign Ministry has ' 
ample other -targets in that increasingly queer contrivance 
called Israel’s foreign policy, on which to direct its self- 
righteousness.

ANDREW NEAL, editor

But he might also have elected to 
write an accurate headline; “The 
Sunday Times derided to publish 
Vanonu’s revelations only after it 
learned from Ha’aretz that Peres had 
convened the Israel Editors’ Com¬ 
mittee." 

For it was the same Ha'aretz Lon¬ 
don correspondent, instructed by his 
editors to get the new, who revealed 
to The Sunday Times that very day 
that a confidential editors' meeting 

had been held. 

But Shimon Peres doesn’t write 
headlines. He can only make them. 


‘Rogues’ in security 
reveal loss of control 


LAST YEAR, when the Pollard 
affair broke in Washington and Jeru¬ 
salem, Israel’s embarrassed leaders 
were hard-pressed to explain to thek 
American allies what had happened. 
After some hectic deliberations, 
then prime minister Peres, then fore¬ 
ign minister Shamir and Defence 
Minister Rabin opted for the “rogue 
agency” solution, which offered also 
the added attraction of indirectly 
besmirching Ariel Sharon. 

The solution was smooth and am¬ 
ple: Jonathan Pollard, the U.S. nav¬ 
al intelligence analyst who had been 
caught spying for Israel, was control¬ 
led and run by the Unit for Scientific 
Liaison (halishka lekishrei mada), a 
small organization set up by Sharon 
when he was defence minister in the 
early 1980s as his private 
makeweight “against” the Mossad. 
Peres, Shamk and Rabin “ex¬ 
plained” to Washington that the 
bureau's spying against the U.S. was 
unauthorized, and, indeed, its very 
existence and operations were bare¬ 
ly known to them. 

The burean, Israel told Washing¬ 
ton, was a “rogue agency” run wild; 
Israel was not really to blame. The 
bureau’s dismantlement (and the 
complete abandonment of Pollard) 
was the major price paid by Israel in 
soothing raffled American sensibili¬ 
ties. 

(This explanation, incidentally, 
made little sense. The bureau did not 
consist of only two men and a secret¬ 
ary. It had officers stationed in 
several American cities and offices 
in Israel; it received budgets, issued 
directives and produced reports and 
memoranda which, inevitably, 
reached the desks of prime ministers 
and defence ministers. Perhaps 
Sharon managed for a year or two to 
keep the operation under wraps. But 
after his departure from defence, 
from 1983, there is no way those in 
power could have failed to notice die 
existence and operations of the 
bureau). 

However, the Americans 
“bought'' the explanation and the 
Pollard affair was buried, to almost 
universal relief. 

But, as is often the case in such 
affairs, the explanation inadvertent¬ 
ly highlighted a major truth about 
Israeli government in recent-years: 
That, to a greater or lesser degree, 
all Israel’s non-military intelligence

THE legislature’s loss of control is 
easiest to pinpoint. The Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com¬ 
mittee and its sub-committee for the 
sendees were kept in the dark for 
months about the Shin Bet affak.

It was only enonhous political and 
public pressure, spearheaded by 
Zamir, several Alignment ministers, 
the press and eminent jurists, that 
forced Peres to at last assert control 
over tiie Shin Bet and cany out the

Throughout, Peres and Shamir, in 
unison and adroitly, deflected press¬ 
ures for the appointment of a judicial 
commission of inquiry into the Shin 
Bet affair - precisely because they 
understood that such a commission 
would flay them for negligence in 
having faded to exercise control over 
tiie service they were responsible 
for. They feared condemnation for 
sins of omission rather than commis¬ 
sion. 


But this is the safety net. Primary 
and direct responsibility for Israel’s 
civilian intelligence services, rests 
with the prime minister. He perso¬ 
nalty, or an official delegated by him, 
must control the operations and 
functioning of the services. 


THE Vanunu affair holds a similar 
lesson. The unit of internal security 
responsible for sensitive institutions 
malfunctioned. A technician with 
clear communist affili ations and 
strange behaviour was for years 
allowed to work unhampered in tiie 
Dimona nuclear reactor, to take 
photographs inside the reactor and 
to leave the country with the rolls of 
film. Some have described Vanunu’s 
revelations to The Sunday Times as 
the most serious breach of Israeli 
security in the country’s history. ■ 
Needless to say, the prime minis¬ 
ter cannot directly supervise all 
aspects of security. But be is re¬ 
sponsible for the functioning or mal¬ 
functioning of the unit concerned. 
And something obviously has gone 
very badly wrong in this context over 
a period of years. 


Dry Bones 
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Effective control was lost daring 
the premiership of Shimon Peres, 
and perhaps earlier. Peres hims elf 
admitted as much when he told the 
Knesset that be “trusted” former 
Shm Bet head Avraham Shalom and 
therefore dismissed Hazak’s com¬ 
plaints - which were accurate - out 
of band.

LASTLY, tiie Ir anian arms deals - 
which are turning into tiie major 
affak in American politics, of tiie 
1980s - have highlighted a further 
area of lack of controls and supervi¬ 
sion in tiie defence sphere.

Brotherhood of St. James in Jeru¬ 
salem] expelled him four years ago.” 

Therefore, he added, Ajamian 
“did not belong to us,” though he 
has retained the title of archbishop in 
the Armenian Orthodox Church. 

Derderian would not comment on 
rumours that Ajamian was a special 
friend of the state of Israel and that 
his arrest would cause Israel’s 
friends in other churches to maintain 
a low profile, “that is between him 
and the government,” he said. 

But the patriarch did say that the 
arrest would not affect relations be¬ 
tween the patriarchate and the muni¬ 
cipality and Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
KoDek. He denied that there had 

been a rift between the patriarch and 

the mayor following Ajamian’s fan 
from favour four years ago. 

“There was no coolness, but there 
was astonishment on our part as to 
why this man [Ajamian] enjoyed so 
much protection," Derderian said. 

Although Ajanuan is accused of 
stealing dmrch property, the pat¬ 
riarch said the police haa not been in 
contact with mm before the arrest. 
As for the violence that has plagued 
Jerusalem’s Armenian community 
smoe Ajamian was deposed, the pat¬ 
riarch said he was happy that the 
police were now taking it seriously.

secret Israeli-Xraman connection”. 
He said that selling arms to Iran was 
not Israel’s policy, “but occasionally 
one makes exceptions.” 

Regarding the latest U.S. allega¬ 
tions about Israel’s role in the affair, 
Shamk said that he didn’t believe 
“that there is anything about which 
to accuse Israel. Israel acts to protect 
itself. Storms occur and pass.” 


The prime minister’s statement 
last night was the first breach in 
Israel’s official silence. 

Pbservers suggested that tiie wall 
of silence will further crumble as
